VISIT ISRAEL 


Establishing Closer 
Ties

Two separate groups of communal 
“key workérs composed of 
representatives of non-Zionst youth 
movements and clubs, the other of 
officials of Anglo-Jewish organisa- 
sons and institutions—are to leave 
shortly for study tours of Israel 
sponsored (and partly financed) by the 
Jewsh Agency. Each tour is to last 
three weeks. 


The first group, which will leave on 
Tuesday, is ‘made up mainly of 
workers and club leaders within the 
Association for Jewish Youth and the 
Federation of Jewish Youth Societies. 
Facept for Mrs. Eisie Janner, 
who ts leading the delegation in her 
capacity as Chairman of the Youth 
Organisations’ Secretanes Committec, 
none of the 25 members of the party 
has been to the Jewish State before. 
Adviser to the group is Mr. Henry 
Shaw, former Religious Director of 
the A.).Y. and present Director of the 
Hillel Foundation, Who was one of the 
mtiators of the scheme now being 
implemerited fointly by the Agency's 
Youth Department and the Board of 
Deputies. 


Extensive Programme 


The prmary object of the scheme. 
learned on a talk with Mr. Y. Edelsicin. 
of ibe Youth Departerent, and Mr, Shaw. 
is (Oo acquaint key workers in the Angio- 
Jewsh yvoulh movements with the organi- 
sation. problems, and experi¢nce of youth 
work in Israeh Should this first atenwt 
at direct contact prove a sticcess, similar 
tours are to be organised in the future. 

Ihe programme of the visit will 
include a general tour of the country and 
is with the mam emphasis 
on youth organmations and youth activi- 
tes both among the well-established 
communities and the maabarot. Havin 
gained a complete picture of youth wor 
and problems in Israel, the Anglo- 
Jewish representatives will then be in 
a Postion to exchange with Israch youth 
leaders their experiences and ideas. 
They will thus make the first contact 
between the general Jewish youth move- 
mens m this country and the Jewish 
Sate, which was one of the principal 
ams of Mrs. Jenner's attempt to foster

While Jordanians were demonstrating in Amman 


and other towns, the Jordan military commander of the Old City of Jeru- 
salem, Colonel Saadi, met the Israeli Commander of the Jerusalem area, 
Colonel Haim Herzog, in no-man’s-land to discuss the border incidents. 
The hectic struggle for power in Jordan continued throughout the 
week, and Jordan troops were out in force in many towns to maintain

At the Security Council meeting due 
to take place today (Friday), at the 
request of the United States, to discuss 
the Suez question, m jis thought here 
that America will accept the Egyptian 
terms for the running of the Canal as 
the best that can be obtained in the 
presem circumstances, but it is likely 
that her acceptance. wi be qualified 
by calling on the Egyptian Canal 
authority to cenchide interim 
agreement. 


kt will be pointed out that the arrange- 
mems proposed by Egym for a setile- 
mem of the Canal dispute are not based 
on the “x poimis for a settlement of the 
msuc which were agreed ito by the 
Security Councit! and accepted by 
on October 1}. 

It « also considered here to be hhkely 
that Britain will accept the Egypuan plan 
as a de facto sctikemenm and announce 
that, pending a final agreemem, British 
ships will be authorised to resume passage 
through the Canal. 

France, however, ts unhkely to accept 
the Egyptian terms for a settiiement and 
will mot authorise her shippihg to use 
the Canal 


Israel's Concern 


Before the Americans proposed discus- 
sion of the Canal by the Security Couwn- 
cil, Mr. M. R. Kedron, the ‘Israch U.N

PIPELINE: FRENCH PLAN 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 
JERUSALEM investigating the problem. France, 


The French Government has estab- 
lished a commission in Paris—a 
similar commission is to be set up in 
Jerusalem—to consider the construc- 
tion of a pipeline from Elath, on the 
Gulf of Aqaba, to Ashdot Yam, on the 
Mediterranean coast. This was stated 
on Tuesday by M. Emule Roche, the 
President of the Economic Council 
of France, at the conclusion of a 
seven-day visit to Israel. The pur- 
pose of his visit was to discuss the 
possibility of increasing the economic 
ties between France and Israel and 
providing opportunities for French 
investments in the Jewjsh State, 

Although France had granted Israc! 
credits worth $30,000,000, following 


‘the recent visit to Pacis of Mr. Levi 


Eshkol, the Israeli Finance Minister, 
Israel has not yet Made use of the 
credits, Nevertheless, israel is 
already thinking of -extending the 
credits, M. Roche stated. Improve- 
ments in the raibway and transport 
facilities at the ports were among 
Isracl’s urgent needs, and business 
men who accompanied M. Roche are 


M. Roche said, had already sug- 
gested to Isracl the building of a 
Negev ratiway and, perhaps, of an 
overhead cable transport system. 

Accompanying M. Roche was M. Jean 
Paul Neu, of the French Ministry of 
Finance, who studied the possibility of 
an exchange of products between France 
and Israel. 

. Roche, who visited Herzi’s tomb, 
said that he had been greatly moved at 
being in a land which had given to 
humannwy the first monotheistic religion, 
from. which sprang the religion m which 
the majority of Frenchmen beheved. 
They had, therefore, a common origin 
and the same soul. Throughout history 
Isracl and France had reacted similarly 
to anything which tlireatened the Iree- 
dom man or of nations, M. Roche 
Stated.

THE PERIOD OF WAITING 


“ So teach us to number our days 
that we get us a heart of wisdom.” 


HE days between Pesach and 

Shavuot are more than a 

mere time interval between 
two festive occasions. That they 
have a meaning and a religious 
significance of their own is fully 
indicated by the special mitzva of 
Sephirat Ha-Omer, which marks 
them out in the Jewish calendar. 
We are bidden in the Torah to 
count these days as, one by one, 
they pass on. And the counting is 
to be done in a solemn and cere- 
monious manner, as befits the per- 
formance of an important mitzva. 
Though in Temple times its con- 
nection with the offering of the 
Omer “on the morrow of the Pass- 
over” was all too evident, the 
mitzva of counting the days was 
independent of the mitzva of the 
Sheaf offering and is thus, accord- 
ing to the halacha, a valid com- 
mandment for all times and for all 
places. 

Furthermore, the incidence of the 
Festival of Shavuot itself is connected 
in the Torah with this counting of 
the days. No date is set in the Bible 
for the Pentecost Festival. It is to be 
observed at the end of the counting 
of the seven times seven days and its 
very name gives expression to this 
extraordinary way of fixing its date. 
The Festival of the Giving of the Law 
is only to be celebrated as the climax 
of a solemn. counting of days. 


GREAT Waiting Period in the 

Jewish year—that is the true 
designation of the Omer days, Wait- 
ing from Pesach to Shavuot, from 
exodus to revelation, from physical 
redemption to spiritual liberation, 
from freedom attained to the disci- 
pline of Torah: watting from 
promise to fulfilment. In this sense 
the Omer period is strangely reflective 
of Irfe as such, for what is man’s life 
if not one continuous waiting ? There 
is. great comfort, imdeed, wm the 
thought that waiting is not in itself 
wasting, that the harrowing experience 
of marking time may really be-a 
hallowing experience of making time, 
that to number our days 
rightly,” may, more than anything 


else, point to a true heart of wisdom. 

There may even be more than 
accidental significance in the fact that 
the two letters of the word 


spell numerically the number 70, the 
Psalmist's proverbial span of life. His 
prayer would thus be a yearning to 
find true meaning in life : “ Oh teach 
us to find significance in the mere 
counting of days during our seventy 
years’ pilgrimage on earth, by viewing 
them with a heart of wisdom.” 


‘THE Omer days, by discovering 

purpose and fulfilment in the 
mere act of significant waiting, thus 
became the symbol to the Jew of life 
in Galut. Galut means waiting; it 
means for a people to leave the stage 
of history and from an actor to 
become a spectator. To wait for 


Salvation, rather than hasten its 
coming by action. A note of deep 
sadness therefore crept into the 
rhythm of the Omer counting and 


even affected Jewish Law. No festivi- 
ties are permitted in the Omer period 
~for Omer counting personifies the 
Shechinah in Galut. Only in recent 
days, significantly with Israel's rebirth 
and the institution of Yom Atzmaut, 
have the clouds of gloom begun to 
be pierced. The Jew feels that at Jong 
last he has learnt the lesson of wait- 
ing. Vusibly nearer he sees the fulfil- 
ment of his age-old Omer prayer:

Refugees’ Activities in 
Camps 


From our Parliamentary

Mr. Barnerr =Janner (Lab., 
Leicester, N.W.) requested jin the 
Commons last week that inquiries 
should be made about “the Nazi 
indoctrination and actions” of per- 
sons applying for admission to the

_ Co-operation with 
Groups Abroad

Mr. Shiomo Szydlowski has arrived 
in this country from Israel on behalf 
of the Assocation of Israeli Ex- 
Servicemen who fought against the 
Nazis in non-Palestinian armies. The 
purpose of his visit Is to establish 
contact and co-operation with Jewish 
ex-Servicemen in this country, 
Europe, and America. 

He told me that the Association, which 
had recently grown considerably owing 
to the renewed altya from Eur , was 
assisting its members, especially new 
immigrants, in obtaining housmg and 
obtaining the full benefit of other social 
services. The Association, which also 
engaged in. cultural activities, provided 
military training for its members—the 
latter im conjunction with the Israch 
Army. Among the newcomers who have 
joined the Association, he told’ me, are 
former generals and high officers of the 
Polish Army as well as Poltsh-Jewish 
judges and State attorneys who have 
recently emigrated to Israel in view of 
the resurgence of antisemitism in Poland: 

Mr. Szvdlowski, who was born in 
Warsaw 43 years ago, was active in the 
pre-war Hechalutz movement, and was 
a journalist for several Warsaw Yiddish 
papers, including the Hamtr and Mo- 
wenT. After the outbreak of the war he 
lived im the Warsaw Ghetto until the end 
ot 1941, when he jomed the partisans. 
He spent the immediate post-war years 
in Cracow and Austria, and founded 
branches of the Zionist-Socialist youth 
movement, Gordonia 

In 1946 he was a delegate to the Zion- 
ist Congress in Basle and in the next two 
years he was director. successively, of 
two refugee camps in Italy. In 1948 he 
went on alia to Israel, where he worked 
m the Immigrants’ Absorption Depart- 
ment of the Mapai party until 1953 
Since-then he has been director of a 
branch of Kupat Cholim. the health 
department of the Hestadrut.

WORKROOMS FOR THE ELDERLY 
Larger Premises Sought

The importance of giving old people 
an interest in life rather than ~ leaving 
the poor old dears to rest,” which was 
detrimental to their physical and 
mental health was stressed by Dr. M. 
Warren, Deputy Medical Director of 
the West Middlesex Hospital. She 
was speaking at the third annual meet- 
ing of the Workrooms for the 
Elderly, East London, held recently 
at the Bernhard Baron Settlement, 
Berner Street, E.1. 

Referring to the “serried rows of 
unhappy human beings" whom she had 
seen in old-age institutions, left without 
any occupation or interes to awan 
death in “apathy and misery,” Dr. 
Warren called upon the community in 
gencral to realise the possibilities of 
geriatric treatment which could enable 
old people to live -fit, happy, and inde- 
pendent lives. 

Commenting on the annual report, 
which told of a successful year’s work, 
Lady Henriques, the Chairman, paid

Jewish Delegates at Geneva Meeting 


From a Special Correspondent 


GENFVA 

The thirteenth session of the 
Human Rights Commission is now 
being held here. The Commission is 
composed of representatives of 
eighteen States; at present they are: 
Argentina, Ceylon, China, France, 
India, Iran, Iraq, Israel, Italy, 
Lebanon, Mexico, Norway, the Philip- 
pines, Poland, the Ukrainian S.S.R., 
the U.S.S.R., the U.K., and the USA. 


The strong position of the Asian 
countries made itself feli the firs day. 
Contrary to previous practice the Chair- 
man, Professor René Cassin. of France 
(he is also the President of the Alliance 
Istaélte Universelle), was not re-clecicd. 
although he Loe: no staicd that be would 
not stand . Lebanon and India 
nominatea Serrano (the Philippines), 
who was casted by acclamation; the 
Commission does not like contested elec- 
tions. 


All five Jewish organisations with con- 
sultative slaius are represenied at the 
session. This is not surprising, as the 
agenda contains several items of Jewish 
imerest, sich as the Right of Asylum. 
the Right of the Child. Discrimination 
in Education, Non-Governmental Organi- 
sations Conference on Discrimination— 
to mention only the main topics.

Discussion Postponed 


The question of a second NGO. 
Conference on Discrimination (ihe first 
was held in 1955) came up very sud- 
denly, because the discussion on dis- 
crimination in cducation had io. be 
postponed in the absence of the special 
rapporteur. 


Forty N.G.O. (among them the five 
Jewish ones) declared themvelves to 
in favour of a second conference in [958, 
most of the Catholic N.G.O.s being 
opposed to this. When the suc came 
before the Commission the main N.G.O.s 
presemt were Jewish Catholic ones. 
Four Catholics spoke against the con- 
ference, The three Jewish speakers were 
Dr. G. Riegner (W.I.C.); Mr. Woyda 
(World Union for Progressive Judaism, 
who was also speaking on behalf of 
the. Co-ordinating Board of Jewish 
Organisations): and Mr. M. Moskowitz 
(Consukative Council of Jewish Organi- 
sations). As most of the large non- 
Jewish organisations ia favour of the 
conference {among them the Uniied 
Nations Association, Council ol 
Churches, and Free Trade Unions) were 
absent. the feeling was engendered that 
the matter was an issue between Catholics 
on the one side and Jews on the other.

The Pederai Government, 
ihe Government of Rhineland-Palatinate, 
and the cny of Trier contributed towards 
the cost of its erection. 

Once a flourishing comimunity and a 
Jewish cultural centre in this Western 
part of Germany, the membership of the 
present congregation barely exceeds a 
few dozen persons.

Israel to crop up in the press at every 
turn. In the Contemporary REVIEW 
for April several articles touch upon 
the subject. Mr. M. Philips Price, 
MP... writes on “After Suez and 
Hungary,” and Mr. L. G. Cameron 
deals with “The Disunited Arab 
World.” Professor Bentwich turns his 
ever active pen to a point of which 
amid the screechings of politicians 
little is heard today—namely, the 
“Influence of Israel on Judaism.” For 
the most part he patters lightly over 
ground that has been covered before, 
but at the end of his article offers a 
thought that is particularly relevant at 
the present day. After remarking that 
of old the prophets stood up against 
the priests and kings when they trans- 
gressed the moral law, he declares: 
“ Today the Chief Rabbi, the religious 
heads of the community, and the 
members of the religious political 
parties in the Knesset are ardent 
nationalists and not non-conformists.” 

In an entirely different connection one’s 
thoughts are directed to the work 
another Jewish professor. The HUMANIST 
for April contains an article by Mr. 
H. J. Blackman, which, inter alia, pays 
a courteous tribute to Professor Morris 
Ginsburg for his work in restating “ with 
greater care, with modern refinement in 
philosophical analysis, and with attention 
to the modern wealth of evidence” the 
essemial ideas and ideals of cighteenth- 
century philosophers and nineteenth- 
century sociologists. “ All rationalists,” 
he comments, “owe to the work and 
influence of Professor Ginsburg far more 
than they have ever recognised.” 


As is not surprising, the position of 
the Jews under the present régime in 
South crecps into the reviews. 
Arrica SOUTH is an attempt to make 
articulate the voiwe of tliberal South 
Africa. In the Apni-June sumber 
Senator Leslie Rubin takes as his subject 
“ Afrikaner Nationalism and the Jews.” 
During the war the Nationalist Party 
had sided openly with thé Nazis bal 
when they came to power in 1948 they 
began “the task of wooing the Jews.” 
Dy Malan was  assisied, ironically 
enough, according to Senator Rubin, by 
the fact that Smuts, the lifelong sup- 
porter of Zionism, hesitated to. give 
de jure recognition to the State of Israel 
for fear of giving ammunition to the 
Nationalists, whereas Malan gave a 
short time after taking office. As to the 
current Jewish attitude, Senator Rubin 
observes: “ Jews react as Jews only when 
they are singled out as Jews. Obther- 
wise they display the wide range of views 
found among White South Africans as a 
whole. Many of them have come increas- 
ingiy to exeuse and condone many 
aspects of Government programme. and 
policy that they condemned in 1948; or 
io submit .more and more to indirect 
intimidation; the fear, for exampic, that 
opposition to the Government will be 
penalised by the réfusal of a passport. 
Some of them, on the other hand, are in 
ihc forefront of fight against 
Nationalist a@pertheid and authoritaria- 
nism, The majority, unhappily, are to 
be found in the first group.”

ISTANBUL 

Turkish passenger ships have 
resumed their regular services to 
Isracl. The services were cancelled 
last November following the Sina 
operation, 

The Marmara, belonging to the 
Turkish Maritime Lines, has left with 
86 passengers for Haifa, many of them 
emigrants. A larger number of Turkish 
Jews are expected to emigrate to Israel 
now that Passover has been celebrated. 

Last month about 250 Jews left Turkey 
for Israel. Among them there were a 
large proportion of merchants and busi- 
ness men, with their families. 

Emigrants are not allowed to take with 
them radios, refrigerators, furniture, and 
a variety of other articles. Passports are 
also difficult to obtain as a result of a 
regulation now in force. These restric- 
tions are applied to all Turkish ciuzens. 

Despite the difficulties, there is wide- 
spread desire among Jews in different 
parts of Turkey to emigrate to Isracl. 
They include merchants, business men, 
and middle-class people. who want to 
emigrate because business conditions in 
Turkey are deteriorating. 


VANDALISM_ IN 
POLAND 


Cemeteries Desecrated 


From a Correspondent 


The Warsaw police have arrested 
a number of Polish youths who were 
responsible for the desecration of 
graves at the Warsaw Jewish cemetery. 
Three of them admitted that they had 
damaged a number of tombstones. 

Cemetery desecrations are also reported 
from other parts of Poland. On April 
17, the Warsaw Yiddish press published 
a tetter from a Jewish woman in 
Wlodawa, in the Lubin distmct, com- 
plaining of the desecration of the grave 
of a rabbi in the local cemetery. . It 
appeared that the whole structure over 
the grave was demolished and the bricks 
taken away by local inhabitants. All 
this was donc, she complained, with the 
permission of the authorities. 

In other places, Jewish cemeteries left 
without fences and with no one to look 
after the gfaves are being levelled and 
the tombstones used for paving the 
strecis.

“ Blatant Propaganda 


Nonsense ”

PARIS 

A Soviet allegation that France and 
Israel were planning to launch a joimt 
attack on Egypt this week has been 
officially refuted here as “ blanant 
propaganda nonsense.” 

A French Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said that the mechanism which Moscow 
used to launch the false accusation was 
“narticularly clumsy.” The Russians, he 
said, first instructed the French Com- 
munist daily, L HUmManite, to publish a 
story that a Franco-Isracl assault on 
Egypt, under the code-name “* Operation 
Jaguar.’ was due to start on April 24. 
Then the Kremlin, quoting this “ infor- 
mation printed in L°HUMANITE, sent an 
official Note to France, sternly warning 
her to keep her hands off Egypt. 

“ This manceuvre and the discourteous 
Russian action in publishing the exchange 
of correspondence between Mr. Bulganin., 
Sir Anthony Eden. and MM. Mollet,” 
declared the French spokesman, “ are all 
part of a Muscovie propeganda drive 
designed, on the one hand, to convince 
the Arabs that their enemy is the Western 
World and that their only friend and 
protector is Soviet Russia, and, on the 
other hand, to create dassension among 
the Western Alles themselves. We are 
not impressed with these Russian 
methods.”

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DISILLUSIONED 


MORE than a year after Mr. 
Khruschev's revelations of Stalin's 
crimes, at the Twentieth Party 
Congress in Moscow, some British 
Communists have finally gathered 
sufficient courage to speak out. 
And, however belated, Professor 
Hyman Levy's despairing cry at 
the British Communist Party Special 
Congress in London last week-end 
adds another influential voice to the 
growing chorus of Com»munists 


who can no longer hide their dis- 


illusionment with Moscow. His 
sincerity cannot be doubted. Pro- 
fessor Levy is no “spineless 
intellectual.” For years he was 
among the foremost champions of 
the Communist cause. In _ his 
prodigious output of books, 
especially in his “ Philosophy of a 
Modern Man,” he has striven to 
explain science in conformity with 
the Marxist analysis of history. He 
has served the cause of Commu- 
nism.in fair weather and in foul, 
seeking to justify it wherever pos- 
sible. But on his last visit to 
Moscow, justification, it now 
appears, was no longer to be found, 
and he got, as he expressed it at 
the Congress, “a bellyful enough 
to last me my life.” 


Professor Levy has not qualified 
his startlingly strong expressions. 
To understand them one has to go 
back to the report he made on his 
return from. the U-.S.S.R. last 
October, when, together with a 
group of other British delegates, he 
went to study the situation on the 
spot. Charged with the task of 
investigating the position of Soviet 
Jewry, he came back, it now tran- 
spires, not only a disappointed man 
but also a disappointed Communist. 
Perhaps also a disappointed Jew. 
In spite of “the many diffictilties ” 
which, as he admitted, he encoun- 
tered in his efforts to carry out his 
mission, he found that the reports 
that Jewish writers, artists, and 
intellectuals had been tortured and 
physically destroyed in Russia were 
true. A true scientist, and anxious 
to ascertain all the facts, Professor 
Levy did not merely accept the 
laconic official Soviet admission. 
He also interviewed relations of 
the murdered Jewish intellectuals 
who described to him the brutal 
manner in which the elimination of 
Jewish cultural leaders took place. 
After the arrest of the victim, his 
family, too, would be deported to 
some distant place, and there made 
to work at low wages. Finally, the 
man would be shot, perhaps after 
torture to try ‘to force him to 
“ confess * or to incriminate others. 
In this way, Professor Levy says, 
practically the whole of the Jewish 
Anti-Fascist Committee was liqui- 
dated. This Committee, it should 
be recalled, consisted of the cream 
of Jewish writers and intellectuals 
in Russia. They were chosen 
during the war for the purpose of 
influencing Jewish opinion abroad 
in favour of the Soviet Union, a 
difficult mission which they pursued 
with the uimost devotion and 
loyalty. 


The official Russian explanation, 
of course, was that these horrors 
were part of the Sfalin-Beria terror, 
as Professor Levy repeats .in his 
report. And although these par- 
ticular crimes must be past of his 
“ bellyful,” he still, strangely enough, 
did not recall them at the Party 
Congress, which is to be regretted, 
His own 
case, in attacking. Mr. Harry Pollitt 
and other British Communist 
leaders for their silence over events 
in Russia under Stalin, would have 
been stronger if he»had not himself 
been silent now about Soviet Jews. 


Professor Levy is, of course, only 


one of the many Jewish Commu- 


nists, from Arthur Koestler down, 


who have found that the strange 
god they have served has failed 
them. At this very moment the 
Jewish Communist press is cele- 
brating the 35th anniversary of the 
appearance of the MORGEN- 
Freinett, the first Yiddish Commu- 
nist daily in America. Had it not 
been for what Professor Levy 
described as “the gangsterism ™ in 
Russia, this would have been cele- 
brated as a great event. But with 
five million Jews in the United 
States fully aware of what Stalin 
did to the Jews—which even the 
editors of the MorGen-Frerueir 
have now been compelled to admit 
——this anniversary has taken on a 
muted note. Many Jewish Com- 
munists are now ashamed that for 
years they servilely toed the Stalin 
line and stubbornly closed their 
ears to all reports of what was 
going on. It will take a long time 
for them to live down the fact that 
they swallowed even the “ doctors’ 
plot,” the most dastardly anti- 
Jewish accusation which Stalin 
could invent. 


Moreover, inside the Communist 
orbit itself, particularly in Eastern 
Europe, there is disquiet among 
Jewish Communists. They, too, 
are no longer able to accept and be 
satisfied with official explanations. 
While some of them are willing to 
forget the past as attributable to 
Stalin's reign of terror, many are 
apprehensive of the present and 
future. Mr. Khruschev's frequent 
remarks, with their anti-Jewish 
sting, such as referring to the Polish 
revolution as a “ Zionist — plot,” 
have an ominous sound in their 
ears. The Jewish Communists in 
Eastern Europe live too near the 
scene not to be aware of what it 
could portend. It is significant of 
their wnease that Mr. Khruschev's 
latest plan, to be submitted to the 
Supreme Soviet next month, to 
reorganise and decentralise Soviet 
industry, should be creating the fear 
that it may result in more dismissals 
of Jews from important posts. For 
where today are the able Jews who, 
like Jacob Berman and Hilary 
Minc, served Communism so faith- 
fully ? Not even the deified Marx 
is any longer described in the Soviet 
encyclopedia as a Jew. 

Stull dedicated and unrepentant 
Jewish Communists may be able 
to reconcile their consciences with 
the situation of their brethren in 
Russia by maintaining that, as Mr. 
Ivor Montagu put it, it is doubtful 
whether “any Jews would have 
survived at all in Europe if it had 
not been for the Soviet Union "— 
his reproach to Professor Levy at 
the Congress. But surely, it is not 
only a question of mere survival. It 
is a question of wanting and of 
being able to live a decent, dignified 
life without discrimination and 
fear because of being a Jew. And 
it is this kind of life which is still 
denied to millions of Jews in the 
Soviet Union today. 


NASSER’S 
PERSECUTION 


DURING the past six months the 
Nasser régime has been deliberately 
implementing a cold-blooded plan 
for the destruction of Egypt's 
Jewish community. The ruthlessness 
and barbarity of this persecution 
have been shown by the factual 
reports published in this paper of 
the sufferings of many thousands 
of Jews, from the seizure of 
hostages and mass internments, 
from the sequestration of property 
and economic strangulation, from 
wholesale expulsions and deporta- 
tions. Not only have foreign and 
Stateless Jews thus suffered, but 
Egyptian Jews also have been 
denationalised and deprived of 
their citizenship. As is detailed in 
the article on the opposite page, all 
these techniques for the destruction 
of a whole community are directly 
based upon the Nazi model. Not 
only is Nasser deliberately follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Hitler, but 
his Government's programme is 
being operated by, among others, 
Nazi experts from the former Third 
Reich. The horrifying facts 
revealed by our special corre- 
spondent are of particular impor- 
tance, as, while Communist 
machinations in Egypt have long 
been recognised, the extent of this 
neo-Nazi influence has not yet been 
sufficiently appreciated. In every 
department of this virulent anti- 
Jewish. terrorist campaign, the 
Nasser régime is guided and con- 
trolied by Germans who were the 
iniquitous agents of Hitler's policy. 


No less significant is the fact that 


the Egyptian Dictator’s persecution 
of the Jews forms. the spearhead of 
an aggressive and militaristic 
foreign policy just as it did in the 
case of the German Fihrer. The 
Jews are once again being attacked 
as the first victims of ‘a totalitarian 
dictator who menace’ the peace of 
the whole world. The warning 
should be obvious enough for men 
and nations everywhere who are 
concerned about international peace 
and security. Most of all, it should 
be apparent to those who are 
associated with the work of the 
United Nations. Yet the way in 
which Nasser’s persecution has 
been deliberately ignored by the 
Governments represented at the 
United Nations ‘makes a mockery 
of all their fine professions to safe- 
guard international morality and 
justice. 


Among the provisions of the 
U.N.’s Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights are the following: 
“No one shall be subjected to 
arbitrary arrest, detention, or exile.” 
— “No one shall be arbitrarily 
deprived of his nationality nor 
denied the right to change his 
nationality."—‘No one shall be 
arbitrarily deprived of his pro- 
perty.”” All these provisions have 
been monstrously violated by the 
Nasser régime, but no official 
investigation of Egypt's inhuman 
oppression of its Jewish population 
has yet been undertaken. Reports 
have been circulated this week that 
Nasser has revoked some of his 
cruel decrees, but these reports 
remain entirely unconfirmed. All 
democratic Governments should 
express their abhorrence of Nasser’s 
inhumanity ‘and do everything 
possible to mitigate its evil conse- 
quences—not because the victims 
are Jews but because they are 
human bemgs. 


TROUBLED WATERS 


Mr. Duties remarked, in the 
course of a speech in New York on 
Monday, that the Kremlin “ likes 
troubled waters in which to fish.” 
He was speaking in general terms, 
but there are two stretches of 
troubled waters to which he might 
have been referring and whose 
troubles are largely of his own 
making. It is difficult to avoid the 
conclusion that if the United States 
were prepared to pursue a resolute 
policy in the Middle East there 
would be less trouble in regard to 
both the Suez Canal and the Gulf 
of Aqaba. Unfortunately, the 
assurances and firm statements of 
policy which are given at one 
moment are constantly whittled 
away during the course of subse- 
quent discussion, with the result 
that the Arab States have only to 
show themselves sufficiently intran- 


sigent for American policy to 
retreat from one position § to 
another. Thus, Colonel Nasser is 


able virtually to hold international 
shipping in the Canal to ransom, 
while Egypt and Saudi Arabia con- 


tinue to threaten to close the Straits 


of Tiran to Israeli shipping. Direct 
negotiations in Cairo between. the 
United States and Egypt seem to 
have’ proved abortive, with the 
Egyptians a long way from return- 
ing to the adoption of the six 
rinciples to which they agreed 

fore the Suez affair. The United 
States has now asked for the 
whole question of navigation in the 
Canal to be discussed at an early 
date by the Security Council, 
but in view of the inability of the 


United Nations in the past to. 


obtain effective recognition for its 
decisions, there is likely to be con- 
siderable doubt as to whether such 
a procedure will be productive. So 
far as Israel is concerned, the 
Egyptians still maintain that they 
are in a state of belligerency with 
that country, and there is no sign 
of any change of attitude. The pro- 
posal—which seems to have origi- 
nated in Caito—that Israel's case 
should be brought before the Inter- 
national Court is unlikely to win 
Israeli sympathy, partly because the 
Security Council six years ago gave 
a ruling on this matter in Israel's 
favour, and partly because the 
Israeli Government has reiterated 
that it will not accept an Inter- 
national Court's ruling in any dis- 

te with a country which considers 
itself in a state of war with her. 
If Mr. Dulles is concerned to 
prevent the Kremlin from fishing in 
troubled waters, he would do well

HEBREW PROPHETS: IN 


MODERN STUDY 


By Dr. R. J. WERRLOWSKY 


ELLHAUSEN’S Docu- 

mentary Hypothesis and 

the consequent “ Higher 
Criticism” still loom large in 
popular consciousness as the major 
modern revolution in_ Biblical 
studies. But unknown to non- 
specialists in Biblical matters a 
perhaps even more significant 
revolution has been going on during 
recent decades. The —— that 
modern scholarship has brought 
about in our understanding of the 
Bible, and of the Prophets and 
Psalms in parti¢vlar, are so surpris- 
ing that it takes some time to over- 
come a feeling of strangeness. But 
whenever new insights run counter 
to customary and popular notions 
we do well to remind ourselves that 
most scientific. theories have an 
historical and social background 
which accounts for them, although 
it does not prejudge their yalidity. 


Lone Wolves 


The generally current picture of 
prophecy was fashioned by nineteenth- 
century liberal otestantism, whose 
outlook and values liberal Judaism 
adopted and to all intents and pur- 

s still endeavours to perpetuate. 
With the help of a few neat Catch- 
words and antitheses, such as Prophet 
v. Priest. exalted ethics v. mere ritual, 
religion of the pure heart v. external 
legalism, social justice v, sacrifices, 
etc., the Biblical prophets were turned 
into the real founders of Judaism (i.¢., 
that part of jt which appealed to the 
nineteenth-century mind). According 
to this theory the prophetic experience 
and teaching were not determined by 
an anterior “Biblical” religion but, 
on the contrary, that which was best 
and ethical and truly religious in the 
Bible was due to the prophets. 
prophets, we must assume, were lone 
wolves fighting single-handed for their 
new discoveries of individual responsi- 
bility and social justice as the true 
service of God. 

In order to uphold this idea of 
prophecy against the plain evidence 
of the Biblical text it was, of course, 
necessary to distinguish between the 
few literary prophets whose utterances 
are recorded in Scripture and the vast 
majority of false or pseudo-prophets. 
No doult Amos or Jeremiah were in

Egypt. They hold most of the execu- 
tive positions Of his State Security 
Cadre (S.S.C.)}—the military junta’s 
forceful arm which dictates Egypt's 
licy and actions to a far greater 
extent than is generally known. 


The State Security Cadre is the 
Egyptian equivalent of Hitler's Schutz 
Staffel, the infamous SS., and has 
likewise an Executive Force witich 
now consists of some 70,000 men. Its 
structure is almost the same as was 
that of the S.S. 

One third of the S.S.C. Executive 
Force consists of Regular Army units 
which, as a rule, are trained and main- 
tained as shock-froops—a modernised 
version of the Waffen-SS. Einsatz 
Truppen. Another third consists of 
municipal police units, on the lines of 
Nazi Germany's brown-sleeved Schupo 
‘Schutz Polizei). The last and most 
dangerous third of the S.S.C. Execu- 
ive Force is the equivalent of the 
former Nazi Sonderdienst and con- 
sists Solely of plain-clothes men. 

The duties of the military section of 
the Executive Force are the same as 
were those of the Waffen-$.S. Eimsaiz 
Truppen: to deal with difficult situa- 
‘ions in the front line or, should the 
need arise, im the rear, withdraw 
quickly, and fest until summoned 
again. 


Police Duties 


The duties of the municipal police 
units are the same as were those of the 
former German Schupo: to maintain 
order in the rear wnd to stand by as 
reinforcements for large-scale actions 
within Egypt; actions similar to the 
mass-arrests Of Jews in Egypt on 
November 2, November 11, and

Che plain-clothes men are a special 
breed of security guards, trained 
according to the totalitarian police 
methods of Roehm, who was the first 
Commander of the S.A.. and whom 
(in the early “thirties) Hitler had shot 
for an alleged attempt to take over 
power, His’ legacy, however, the 
infamous “ Roehms Methode.” a 
codex of Nazi prison and interrogation 
methods, was studied by Heinrich 
Himmler, who liked it immensely, 
improved it immensely, and used it 
immensely during the twelve blood- 
soaked years Of the Third Reich. In 
1951 the Roehm codex was translated 
into Arabié and is now being used in 
all Egyptian prisons, which are under 
the complete control of the S.S.C. 

[he plan for the $.S.C, was drawn 
up “ by several technical advisers of 
German origin.” Approved by the 
Ministry of Interior, the Cadre ‘Head- 
quarters were set up in Cairo’s Liberty 
Square, and tts adminstration handed 
over to those Nazis who already had 
previous and considerable experience 
in such matters. 

The Commander-in-Chief of Egypt's 
State Security Cadre is Lt.-Col. Al 
Nacher, formerly 5S.S.-Grossaktions- 
leiter Leopold Gleim, who used.to be 
Commander-in-Chief of Hitler's 
Generalgouvernament SD-Geheim- 
garde. 


“ Protective Backbone ” 


Addressing, at the Cairo Victoria 
Hall, a luncheon given in his honour 
by representatives of the League for 
(East) German-Arab Brotherhood (Al- 
ikhwan al-Almaniyah — al-Arabiyah, 
that is, Deutsch-Arabischer Bruder- 
schaftsverband), Gleim referred to the 
unportance of the S.S.C, and described 
it as “the backbone of Egypt's protcc- 
live apparatus against the aggressive 
elements of Zionism and Imperialism.” 
He also thanked the Leagdle for ™ the 
vast help extended hitherto to this 
young State—a most significant contri- 
bution to the mutual efforts in 
strengthening and stabilising the 
Germano-Arabic friendship.” 

According to Gleim one of the 
Organs of Government with which 
his unit is connected is the Public 
Relations Department. This is headed 
by S$.S-Gruppenleiter Moser, a 
Sudeten German who has now 
assumed the name Hassan Soliman. 
His right-hand-man is S.A.-Gruppen- 
leiter Buble, now arabised into 
Amman. The executive positions in 
this section are entirely manned by 
Germans whe hold Arab passports. 


Youthful Enthusiasm 


The propaganda machine operates 
With German precision according to 
the Goebbels-Stuermer pattern—its 
main target for attacks being, -of 
course, Jews. Its glibly . worded 
incitement of Egyptian youth evokes 
an enthusiastic response. 

The .Department has branches in 
Berlin (East and West), Vienna, Stock- 
holm, Helsinki, Istanbul, Rome, 
and Milan. It commands special 
squads of vans with loudspeakers 
which cruise throughout Egypt and 
constantly incite the . population 
against American, British, French, 
Imperialistic,” or “ Zionist” Jews, 

e¢ Department also owns an inde- 
pendent: breadcasting station called 

Saut al-Arab ” (Voice of the Arabs). 

A flood of antisemitic literature is 
being published monthly and distri- 
buted in the Middle Rast and Europe.

At the end of November 
1956 this paper-backed ‘volume soid 
at 15 piastres, and was reported to 
have had a sale of 911,000 copies. 
_ The complete and unabridged ver- 
sion of “Mein Kampf" was first 
translated mto Arabic in 195! by the 
Syrian journalist, author, and owner 
of the Beirut Printing and Publishing 
House—Louis al-Haj, formerly Louis 
Heiden. who was once Director of 
Reichsdeutsche Presseagentur, Berlin. 


Valgar Posters 


Vulgar, colourful posters featuring 
the Isracli soldier as a bearded villain 
who bayonets an Egyptian baby, are 


to be found im every Egyptian town 


and village. ‘The posters urge the 
people to in a Jihad 
(Holy War) against the Zionist threat 
to Islam. 

The Egyptian youth is being assi- 
duously educated towards militarism. 
One of the outstanding examples of 
this campaign is the “target tent ” 
pitched opposite the S$.S$.C.-H.O. in 
Cairo’s Liberty Square, where school- 
boys are given training in the use of 
arms ; and if they have acquired suffi- 
cient knowledge in the use of a 
Mauser pistol, a Czech rifle, and a 
light machine-gun (Spandau 1955) 
they are granted 20 free shots from 
a 2.2 rifle at little chalk effigies of 
Israeli sokdiers or bearded Jews. 

The Public Relations Department 
has also a very special enterprise: the 
Youth Club of the Deutsch- 
Arabischer Bruderschaftsverband. 
Twice weekly the club has a “ closed 
session” conducted in a sombre and 
most secretive atmosphere of dimmed 
hghts, heel-clicking, and whispers, 
when many Egyptian youngsters are 


sworn in by the club’s Chairman, 
Hassan Soliman, ~“ according to 
custom. Colonel Abdul Nasser is 


the Hon. President and Patron of the 
has been sworn in as member 

The Economic Department (E.C. 
Dpt.), now so strongly associated with 
Jewish affairs, is a close enough trans- 
lation of the Nazj S.S. Wirtschaftsamt 
and operates on a similar basis. 

This department was founded on 
February 2, 1954, and it controls the 
§.S.C. Treasury, which is independent 
of the Government Exchequer. It 
also absorbs quite a considerable 
income from the products of prison 
workshops throughout Egypt, as well 


aS from the “voluntary subjection” of 
the property of deported persons. To 
quote Colonel Abdel Hatem, the héad 
of the Egyptian. Information Bureau 
and chief of the E.C. Dpt.: “ Not a 
single piastre or brick has been con- 
fiscated as the Zionist lies allege. We 
have documentary proof that property 
and currency abandoned by people 
who had to leave Egypt had been 
voluntarily subjected to the admini- 
stration of the Economic Department.” 

A most interesting enterprise of the 
E.cC. Dpt. is the Public Sales Centre 
in the Al-Qamara Hall in Cairo. 
Whatever remained jn the residences 
which the deported Jews “ voluntarily 
subjected ” to the administration of 
the EX’. Dpt.. including furniture, 
clothes, paintings, radios. refrigerators, 
and entire libraries—is being 
auctioned, and brings into the 
Treasury of the S.S.C. weekly profits 
which occasionally amount to as much 
as £63,000. 


BLACK RECORD 


According to “ The Black Record,” 
a booklet published by the American 
Jewish Congress and dealing with 
President asser’s persecution of 
Fayptian Jewry, the number of Jews 
who left Egypt between November 22. 
1956, and January 23, 1957, totalled 
8,435. Of that number 1,219 arrived in 
Pireus (Greece), 3.261 in Naples 
(italy) amd 2,555 im Marseilles 
(France). In addition it is estimated Ff 
that 1,400 arrived by air im Italy, 
Switzerland, France, and Britain. 
were about 50,000 Jews 
in the country out of a total ula- 


tion of 22,006,000, About 15,000 Jews 
were deemed to be Statcless., 
The archives of the Economic 


Department have a special Jewish 
Section" with an up-to-date register 
of all Egyptian-Jewish property 
(already or not yet in the possession 
of the Economic Department), which 
has now become a main source of 
revenue to the Treasury of the State 
Security Cadre. 

The “documentary proof,” namely, 
special forms duly filled up and signed 
by the deported persons, confirming 
that they have no claim whatsoever 
either on their property or on the 
Egyptian Government, are neatly 
inserted into each individual file. 

The Secret State Police is the biggest 
and most important department of the 
S.S.C., headed by Lieut.-Colonel 
Hamid Sullewman, formerly’ S.A. 
Gruppenleiter Heinrich Sellmann, who 
was once chief of the Gestapo Dis- 
trict H.Q, at Ulm, Bavaria.

The principal section of this depart- 
mem is the H.Q. of the Egyptian 
Intelligence Service. Adjacent to it 
is the Political Section, headed by 
Lieut.-Colonel Ben Salem, formerly 
known as §.S. Banfuehrer Bernard 
Bender, who, owing to his knowledge 
of Yiddish, was during the war chief 
of the Gestapo Special Branch for 
detection of Jewish underground 
movements in Poland and Russia. He 
is now playing an important réle in 
Egypt's “economic and political 
administration” and is also. the 
liaison officer between the Secret State 
Police and the E.C. Dpt. 

Nevertheless. Lieut.-Colonel Ben 
Salem represents himself as a very 
modest individual. While entertaining 
his young East German visitors he 
declared: “I never wear uniform, 
because it makes one look more 
important than one really is.” This is 
a matter of dispute, because in addi- 
tion to all his known and unknown 
tasks “humble” Ben Salem is also 
chief of the SS.C. Interrogation 
Centre, better known to the Egyptians, 


and to the Egyptian Jews in particular, - 


as “ The Floating Hell.” 
Floating Prison 


“The Floating Hell” is an old, 
12,000-ton cargo vessel, the former 


italian ship Marinajo Rosso, which 


has been converted into a floating 
prison of 80 cells, where, according 
to Ben Salem, “ only cases of special 
The sole 
“ practical device for bringing out the 
truth” which he was prepared to 
exhibit was the. resording centre in 
the vessel's former radio cabin, from 
which a network of hidden micro- 
phones reaches all the cells. Thus 
every word uttered during the inierro- 
gations or at intervals, while prisoners 
are togethers, can be recorded. 

The recording centre is  oper- 
two men only: Sergei 
Klinikin, of Odessa, and his subor- 
dinate, Alexei Morganoff, a Moscovite 
with an enchanting smile, huge feet. 
and a Swiss watch. Both have served 
under. Ben Salem ever since General 
Viassov changed flags. 

“The Floating Hell” was utilised 
by Ben Salem to inspire him in the 
compilation of a work entitled ~ The 
Final Solution of the Jewish-Zionist 
Problem Within. Territories of 
Sovereign Egypt.” This was embodied 
in an Act drafted long ago, but only 
implemented by the Egyptian Ministry 
of Interior on January 26, 1956, ten 
days after the first reading of Egypt's 
new Constitution. — 


The issuing of yellow-coloured 
identity cards for Jews born in Egypt, 
the mass arrests carried owt at night 
on the lines of the infamous “ Nacht 
und Nebel,” the classification of those 
arrested into categories “ A.” “ B.” and 
“CC,” their detention on no charges 
whatsoever, the engagement of Jewish 
brokers on a non-remunerative basis 
for the SS.C. Purchase Section and 
the seizure of hostages in order to 
secure loyalty in the performance of 
their duty, the confiscation of all 
property. of persons interned and 
deported, and the methods by which 
they were forced to sign the forms 
confirming that they have no claim 
on their property—all these are the 
fruits of Ben Salem's “ Solution of the 
Jewish-Zionist Problem.” Other 
resulis of his work are the five newly 
established concentration camps: the 
Heliopolis Fortress, ‘the Gizeh Bar- 
racks, two former army training 
camps, the Mustaffa Hanun-Pasha 
Barracks, near Almaza City, and the 
Borg al-Arab Barracks, near 
Alexandria. 


Sterilisation Block 


The grimmest of all, however, is the 
fifth concentration camp, the Samarra 
Barracks in the Suheilla region of the 
desert, 200 mules west of Cairo. This 
camp, recently vacated by the Third 
Regiment of the Egyptian Liberation 
Army (the unit which, commanded in 
1948 by Colonel Nasser, had with- 
stood the Israeh attacks on Faluja), 
is now being converted at the cost of 
£E17,000 and on the lines of photo- 
copies of the original plan of the 
infamous Nazi ~ Medizinisches Ver- 
suchsiager Mannerheime,” otherwise 
known as ~ Block 10,” where hundreds 
of Jewish girls were. sterilised. 

The photocopies of the original plan 
of this camp were supplied to the 
S.S.C. by S.S. Hauptstabsarzt Heinrich 
Willermann, who has Arabised his 
name to Lieut.-Colonel Naim Fahim. 
He is in. charge of the con- 
version operations at the Samarra 
Barracks. 

History repeats itself" is a cliché 
yet im this unfortunate instance it is 
true, akhough many of us hate to 
admit it.

Hitler was. news! In the process of 
making his history Nasser is news. At 
approximately the same stage of. his 
career Hitler had been benevolently 
treated and afterwards made the world 
bleed for it. 

Must Nasser be permitied to do 
the same ? 


The Problem of the Proselytes 


HE reported conversion to 
Judaism of a famous film 
actress recently received 
world-wide publicity. Yet the 


ordinary proselyte rarely makes 
the headlines. No publicity attends 


_the 200 or so people who apply 


each year to the London Beth Din 
for proselytisation. 

The situation is vers. yo by the 
way in which Liberal and Reform 
religious leaders smooth the path of 
the proselyte. Orthodox ministers of 
religion often have the unpleasant and 
unenviable task of debarring a boy 
from Hebrew and religion classes 
when it is brought to their notice that 
his mother became a proselyte at a 
Liberal synagogue; and im similar cir- 


cumstances gitls may be denied 
marriage rites in an Orthodox 
synagogue. 


It is interesting to trace the tradi- 


tional Jewish attitude to this problem 


throughout the ages. 


Laws About Strangers 


Our Sages tell us that, in Bible 
times. as soon as Abraham arrived at 
a desribale location he would pitch 
two tents, one for Sarah and one for 
himself; then he would proceed at 
once to make proselytes and to bring 
them under the wings of the Shechina. 
Thus he induced men to proclaim the 
name of God. His example was 
followed by his descendants. Jacob, 
his grandson, declared that the caly 
worth-while portion of his life was 
that in which he was concerned with 
the making of proselytes. So it 
happened that when the children of 
Israel left Egypt they were accom- 
panied by a “mixed multitude” of 
non-Israclite strangers. 

Diverse, detailed, and humane are the 
laws regarding the strangers. “And 
if a stranger sojourn with thee in 
our land, ye shall not do him wrong. 
The stranger that sojourneth with you 
shall be unto you as the home-born 
among you, and thou shalt love him 
as thyself.” Even the children of the 
Edomites ard Egyptians could enter 
the congregation in the third genera- 
tion; and though the men of the

Moabites were for ever excluded from 
the Covenant, Ruth, the ancestress of 
David, was welcomed into the fold. 
Numerous, too, were the proselytes in 
the time of King Hezekiah and in the 
days of Queen Esther. 

The prophets of Israel were not 


particularists..: They preached a 
universal faith. Although Jonah 
betrayed reluctance to save the 


heathens, Isaiah looked forward to the 
time when “the sons of the stranger 
that join themselves-unto the Lord .. . 
even them will I bring to my holy 
mountain . . . for my house shall be 
called a house of prayer for all 
peoples.” “The mountain of the 
Lord's house shall be established as 
the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it. And many peoples 
shall go and say: “Come ye, and let 
us go up to the mountain of the Lord, 
to the house of the God of Jacob: and 
he will teach us of His ways, and we 
will walk in His paths.” For out of 
Zion shall go forth the Law, and the 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 

These sentiments were echoed by 
the later prophets, Zechariah and 
Malachi, and the vision still lives in 
Jewish liturgy. Thrice daily it is pro- 
claimed in the synagogues that “the 
Lord shall be king over all the earth : 
in that day shall the Lord be one and 
his Name one.” 


[ilustrious Converts 
During the period of the Second 
Commonwealth, John Hyrcanus and 
later Aristobulus resorted to force of 
arms in order to compel the Idumeans 


and Tttréafiis to embrace Judaism; 
events notable as the only two 


instances of militant Judaism in history. 


Compulsion was normally unnecessary. 
Josephus relates that many Greeks 
and heathens adopted the observance 
of the Jewish Sabbath, the Festivais. 
and the dietary laws. Among 
illustrious converts were Queen 
Helena of Adiabene and her sons 
Izates and. Monobazus; Flavius 
Clemens, cousin of the Emperor 
Domitian; and Aquila, who translated 
the Bible into Greek. Legend has it 

descendants of 


Sisera, 


Nebuzaradan, Haman, and the Roman 
Emperor Nero all eventually “ saw the 
light” and embraced Judaism. Out- 
standing Taimudists, such as 
Shemayah and Avtayon, Rabbi Akiba, 
Rabbi Judah ben Gerim, and Rabbi 
Meir. were said to be descended from 
proselytes. 
“Even a Gentile who studies the 
Torah is equal to a high priest.” 
Converts were generally held in high 
esteem; a prayer was inserted in the 
Amida for them: “Towards the 
prosclytes of righteousness . . . may 
thy tender mercies be stirred.” They 
were on the whole treated as equals 
and suffered few legal disabilities. 
“ An injury to a proselyte is an injury 
to God.” “The Holy One, blessed 
be He, greatly loves the proselyte.” 
And, according to the Palestinian 
teacher Rabbi Eleazar ben Pedat, 
“Israel was dispersed for the divine 
purpose of winning proselytes.” 


Rabbis’ Views 


The missionary activities of the 
early Christians were aimed at dis- 
crediting the Torali as a “ dispensation 
of wrath” introduced “for the sake 
of transgressions,” and on disparaging 
the Mosaic Code as ™ transitory, sub- 
ordinate, and intermediate.” The 
repercussions of Bar Kochba’s revolt 
and the Hadrianic persecutions led to 
a radical reorientation of the rabbis 
towards proselytes. Views. were 
expressed that “proselytes are as 
burdensome to Israel as leprosy,” that 
“ proselytes would not be accepted in 
the days of the Messiah,” and that 
“evil is predicted to those who accept 
Gerim,” becatise “ they’ are corrupt, 
apt to become backsliders, and that 
they keep the practices of their 
fathers.” 

The rabbis categorically. rejected 
the view of Philo that a proselyte is 
one “who abandons polytheism and 
adopts the worship of one God.” 
They stressed thai “a proselyte who 
acknowledges the whole Torah save 
one commandment is not accepted.” 
Rabbi Jose ben Judah, a Tanna of 
the second century, asserts: that the 
prosélyte must observe “all the pre- 
cepts of the Scribes, even the least of

them.” Genuine love of Judaism was 
the only qualification for admission. 
“ Both a man who becomes a prose- 
lyte for the sake of a woman and a 
woman who becomes a proselyte for 
the sake of man; similarly a man who 
becomes a proselyte for the sake of 
the table of kings [i.c.. in order to 
become a king) or for the sake of 
joimng Solomon's servants [i.¢.. in 
order tO acquire an important post in 
the kingdom)}—all these are not true 
proselytes.” 

Thus, while Christianity was 
immersing reluctant multitudes in. the 
baptismal fonts, and Islam was con- 
quering many countries “ with fire and 
sword, the Mother Religion was 
rigidly catechising prospective prose- 
lytes. “What reason have you for 
desiring to become a proselyte ? Jews 
at the present time are oppressed, 
harassed, rejected, and Overcome by 
afflictions.” 


Arabs Embraced Judaism 


Despite rabbinic discouragement, 
history records many momentous con- 
versions, Entire Arab tribes embraced 
Judaism. The Khazar King Bulan 
and his nobility adopted Judaism—a 
story immortalised in Judah ha-Levi's 
Kuzari. The eighteenth century had 
its galaxy of illusfrious names, among 
them the martyr Count Valentine 
Potocki (d. 1749) and England's 
erratic Lord George Gordon (175I- 
1793). According to Dr. Cecil Roth, 
from the Resettlement of the Jews in 
this country to the accession of Queen 
Victoria 41 converts (37 of them 
women) were married under the 
auspices of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Synagogue in London. 

The twentieth century, too, has its 
proselytes. During the last decade 
the villagers of San Nicandro Gar- 
ganico, in Southern Italy, embraced 
Judaism en niasse and transplanted 
themselves to Israel, where they 
founded the village of Alma, on a hill 
in Galilee. 

The attitude of Orthodox Batei 
in actively discouraging the 
would-be proselyte is due not to 
particularism or chauvinistic exclu- 
sivism, but to the knowledge, born of 
experience, that only “ proselytes of 
righteousness,” unburdened by ulterior 
motives, can faithfully —~ and 
scrupulously fulfil the manifold 
obligations that the new faith ynposes 
upon them.

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THE UNIVERSITY OF LEEDS 


By Dr. JOHN BOWMAN 


The University of Leeds, as earlier 
reported, ts, on May 11, to confer the 
honorary degree of LL.D. on Mr. 
Barnett Janner, President of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies during British 
Jewry’s Tercentenary Year (1956). Dr. 
John Bowman, who is head of iis 
Semitics Department, here writes of the 
niversuly am! some of the Jewish 
-onnections with and contributions 

rowards it. 


O give a full account of Leeds 
many-sided activ- 

ities would naturally be far 
bevond the scope of an article such 
as this ; but I shall try to give some 
indication of its work in those 
directions which may be of special 
interest. 


We of Leeds are proud of our vital 
and progressive civic university, and 
heiieve that all Leeds people share 
our pride in it. 1 know that no group 
or section of the inhabitants of the 
City of Leeds has a greater pride in 
4 than members of the Leeds Jewish 
community. 

Nor is this surprising, for Jews, like 
the Scots, have always stressed the 
mportance Of learning ; but Jews can 
claim a longer and more continuous 
devolion to. learning than practically 
anv other Western people. Afiter all, 
+s only since the Scots discovered 
the Hebrew Bible at the Reformation 
400 years ago that they turned with 
enthusiasm to learning—and I, a Scot, 
readily recognise as much. The 
Hebrew Bible has always been the 
treasured possession of Jewish folk 
from the time when it was revealed 

and the Law of God and the best 
learning £0 hand in hand. 


The Yorkshire College 


The University of Leeds ts not ok. 
Only in 1954 it celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary asa Uffiversity. Its 
beginnings are much older. In 1800 
medical instruction was: given in the 
Old Infirmary. tn 1831 the Leeds 
Schoo! of Medicine, the oldest branch 
of the University, came imto being. 
In 1874 the Yorkshire College of 
Scence began “to supply imstruction 
in those sciences which are applicable 
to the. Manufactures, Engineering, 
Mining, and Agriculture of the County 
of York; also such. Arts and 
languages aS are cognate to the fore- 
going purpose.” So said its Con- 

in 1878 the Yorkshire College of 
Science changed Hs .name to the 
“Yorkshire College” as the College 
authorities saw. that the traditional 
humanities, taken for their own sake, 
and not merely technical imstruction 
in the sciences for utilitarian purposes, 
were necessary too for the education 
of the whole man. The Medical 
Schoo! and the College amalgamated 
in 1884 that each might gain from 
the other, and, as “The Yorkshire 
College,” be admitted as a constitucnt 
College of the Victoria University 
esvablished in’ Manchester im 1880. 
So from 1887 th 1904 the Yorkshire 
College in Leeds was able to prepare 
its students for the degree of a 
university of which it was itself.a part. 

Then in 1904 the University of 
leeds came into existence by Royal 
Charter. Sinete then has gone on by 
leaps and bounds to -become a fully 
rounded whiversity jin every -sensé. 
All subjects represented in the leading 
universities are taught within its walls. 


Nor is the holy tongue, Hebrew, 
forgotten, 


Professor Brodetsky 


The University of Leeds’ venerable 
but small predecessor, the Yorkshire 
College, though housed in what now 
appear small and inadequate buildings, 
established the important tradition of 
Seeking to appoint at all costs the 
very bes men available. Since the 
University is open to staff and 
Sudents of all religious faiths, there 
is no record of how many Jewish 
members of staff and students there 
have been; but the writer has 
personal knowledge of not a few that 
have left a mame behind them to 
declare their praises.. To select but 
\wo of these from among the names 
recognised as the most honoured of 
them: first there was the first Pro- 
lessor of Organic Chemistry, Julius 
Berend Cohen, 1904-1924, who in his 
'wenty years as Professor in the 
University established the great impor- 
lance Of the Department of Organic 
Chemistry at Leeds in the eyes of the 
scientific werd. 

Secondly there. was Brodetsky. 
Everyone in. the University of Leeds 
who had the privilege of knowing 
him remembers with affection the 
great Professor Selig Brodetsky. His 
“rvices to knowledge and science in 
the field of mathematics can only be 
matched by his great services. to 
Zionism, 

There were and are other great 
Jewish scholars and scientists on the 
‘aff of the University, in practically 
every field of research, in medicine, in 
lence, jn language and literature. 


Members of the Jewish faith are 
valued contributors to the life and 
work of the University, both as 
members of staff and as members of 
the student body. 


As an Honorary Vice-President of 
the Jewish Students’ Association in the 
University of Leeds fdr several years. 
1 can personally testify to the great 
work which the Leeds }.S.A. does 
among the student body. It is our 
am in the J.S.A. that all Jewish 
students should be members of the 
Association. Every year at the 
opening of the session special attention 
is given to the freshers. The Leeds 
J.S.A. has won for itself an honoured 
place in the University of Leeds 
Students’ Union. The cultural and 
social activities of the J.S.A. keep its 
members loyal to their great Jewish 
heritage; at the same time the 
members, knowing that their Judaism 
Stands secure, play an active part in 
most of the other University student 
societies. 


Teaching Hebrew 


J.S.A. members from all faculties 
attended in very considerable numbers 
lunch-hour Hebrew classes which 
were arranged in the Department of 
Semitic Languages and Literatures. 


I may be pardoned if I say briefly 
something about my department. It 
is Our conviction that every Jewish 
student in Arts should include some 
study of Hebrew language and liter- 
ature in his or her degree course. 
Classes are also offered in Aramaic, 
in which so much Jewish literature 
was written. Arabic, too, finds its 
place in our Department. We carry 
on much research in the Department 
of Semitic Languages and Literatures, 


especially in the field of Samaritan 
studies. 


But we never forget that our main 
aim 1s to teach Hebrew and to teach 
't to as many students as possibic. and 
to make such classes in Basic Hebrew 
available. to all facukies. In a recent 
session more than seventy students 
studied classical and modern Hebrew 
in our department. The University 
has given us the services of a typist 
in Hebrew and has made gencrous 
grams towards apparatus. 


From year to year in al! its works 
the University of Leeds as a whole is 
indebted to the gencrous help and 
advice of members of the Jewish 
community serving on the Court and 
Council of the University, and to 
Others outside the University who 
make financial contributions and dona- 
tions to the University’s work. 


Montague Barton 


It 1s impossible to list all such kind 
friends. However, I should like to 
memion the name of the late Sir 
Montague Burton, a valued and highly 


respected former member of the 
Universit Council. Mr. Stanley 
Burton, his son, mow serves on the 


Council, and with brothers 
carries on his father’s patronage of 
learning. The University of Leeds, 
as many another university too, 
has benefited much from Burton 


patronage. The list of Burton Pro- 
fessors in British vumiversities is 
impressive. Here in Leeds there is the 


Montague Burton Professorship of 
Industrial Relations and the Montague 
Burien Lectureship in my depart- 
ment, the first holder of which was 
S. Rawideowicz, now Professor 
at Brandeis University, U.S.A. 


In the field of international relations 
the University of Leeds enjoys the 
yearly privilege of hearing some 
world-famous authorities deliver the 
annual Montague Burton Lecture on 
International Affairs. 


The University of Leeds is proud 
of the achievements made in its 
relatively short life. It is confident 
of its assured place in the future as 
one of the leading universities of 
England and of the world. Jews have 
played an important and inspiring 
part in its development, and still do 
so, serving in every section of the 
University's life and work. We are 
proud of our Jewish colleagues, past 
and present, and we are grateful for 
having known them and worked with 
them. In the future, as in the 
past, Jewish members of University 
Council and staff and of the student 
body will, we are fully confident, help 
to carry on the Leeds tradition that 
Leeds leads. dog

to assume that the philosophies of 
Arstotle or Kant are particularly 
“ Jewish” and the only ones capable 
of adequately dealing with the Biblical 
message. In recent years philosophy 
has seen some significant develop- 
ments, and the penetrating analyses of 
exisentiahst thought and the pheno- 
menology of religion have yielded 
subtier and more refined possibilities 
of understanding. A serious attempt at 
combining the two approaches of the 
philologist-historian on the one hand 
and of the philosopher-theologian on 
the other has long been overduc. Kk 
is an odd reflection on the present 
state of Jewish interest in the Bible 
that this urgent need has been filled 
by a representative of a Jewry that is 
shghtly outside the orbit of Jewish 
cultural activity, which seems to take 
place mainly on the Anglo-Saxon= 
Israch axis. 

A young French rabbi, Professor 
André Neher, of the University of 
Strasbourg, has dared to attempt a 
comprehensive, contemporary analysis 
of Prophecy. Following on some 
earher publications, his L’Essence 
du Prophétisme™~ (Presses Universi- 
taires de France, Paris) now offers a 
large-scale and profound investigation 
of the question of what prophecy 
really 3s about, Careful to determine 
the specific characteristics of Hebrew 
Prophecy, the author devotes about a 
fifth of his book to an analysis of the 
extra-Biblical forms of prophecy, pay- 
ing attention both to their gcographi- 
cal distribution (Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
Phoenicia, Greece) and to their typolo- 
gical structure. There are illuminating 
passages on the magical, socal. 
mystical, and eschatological types of 
prophecy and on the varying attitude 
to time that underlies them. 

Biblical Concept 

For “tune” is the “inner” dimen- 
sion that determines our experience 
and constvtutes human existence. The 
various types of rehgion consequently 
characteristic ways of conceiv- 
ing Of experiencing time. It js the 
specific Brblical concept of time which 
Professor Neher regards as constitu- 
tive of  Bibhcal existence.” There 
are, of course, other time patterns, 
such as the cyclical, which follows the 
endlessly repetitave rhythm of nature. 
There +s the rmtual pattern, which is 
active human ‘interference and par- 
veapation in this rhythm. There is 
also the mystical pattern, which 
transcends time in the experience of 
the timeless. All these types are 
transformed by their absorption in the 
Biblical pattern of the dalogue— 
within trme—between God and man. 
Clearly inspired by Buber, Professor 
Neher holds that this dialogue is the 
essence of the basic Biblicai concept 


of berit, “ Covenant”; presupposes 


its own kind of “ time” and expresses 
itself in its appropriate patterns of 
myth (Creation, Eden, Tower of 
Babel, etc.) and ritual (particularly 
New Year ritual) in which the earlier 
cults and mythologies are gathered up 
and transformed. 

M we ask what precisely is the 
instrument or medium of this 
“dialogte™ hetween the divine and 
the human, Professor Neher answers: 
the Torah, the law of God, with its 
three central values, holiness, justice, 
and love. Following up the sugees- 
tions of earlier scholars, Professor 
Neher finds in ~“levitism” the 
uniquely Jewish institution by which 
society guarded the collective con- 
sciousness of the Covenant. The 
Levites can hold no landed property. 
In a lareely agricultural society this 
means that the Levites are poor and 
dispossessed, resembling the 
foreigner, or ger, with whom they are, 
in fact. often mentioned in conjunc- 
tion. The existence of a whole class 
of artificial “nomads” and outsiders 
to the general social structure repre- 
sents a permanent testimony and recall 
to the Covenant in terms of a socio- 
economic institution. The other. com- 
plementary testimony and recall to the 
the divine dialogue is 
Prophecy. 

History of Prophecy 

it is possible to construct a kind of 
history of prophecy from our Biblical 
books. This history is, of course, 
theological history—i.e., the perspec- 
tive in which the Bible itse!: perceives 
the growth and function of prophetic 
activity. Professor Neher traces the 
line from the two prototypes of 
prophecy, Abraham (the “ sheltered” 
prophet) and Moses (the “ exposed” 
prophet), through the first, charismatsc 
prophet-leaders (such as Deborah, 
Gideon, Jephthah) and the frenzied 
nebiim among whom Saul prophesied, 
to... the ...areat. literary... prophets, 
Throughout the changing forms of 
prophecy he perceives an identical 
pattern of symbolism and experience : 
the notions of fidelity-——viz., faith- 
fulness to the Covenant and their 
diverse symbolic elaborations, such 
as. the theme of the marriage 
between God and Israel. The reader 
may not always be prepared to follow 
Professor Neher in his subtle, at times 
perhaps over-subtle and almost “ mid- 


rashic,” analyses, But he cannot heip |. 
in b 


being struck time and aga 
finesse and penetration, | 


truly artistic “fee' “° which he brings 
to bear on the Biblical text. One 
example must suffice here. 

The divine Spirit (ruah) and the 
divine Word (dabar) are among the 
most srgnificant terms in the prophetic 
writings. Many modern scholars have 
tried to distinguish between them by 
maintaining that “Spirit” is the 
favourite word for the ecstatic, 
perhaps even frenzied or raving, 
types of prophecy (nebiism), whereas 
” Word” is used to describe the more 
lued and controlled experiences of 
prophets such as Amos, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, etc. Of course, this neal 
distinction between ~ possessed” and 
rational” prophets is possible only 
by doing wolence to the Biblical text, 
and Professor Neher offers a _ less 
naively cut-and-dried but far profoun- 
der interpretation of these two key- 
words. Even a cursory reading of the 
Bible shows that the Spirt of God is 
a principle of activity. of life, move- 
ment, and creation. God can bestow 
it on some and take it away from 
others. But it is also a subjective 
principle: God's own ruah is the 
anthropomorphic counterpart of man’s 
spirit and, lke the latter, is described 
as harbournng many different moods. 
Again, the ~ evil spirit” that afflicts 
Saul w divine, too, and Professor 
Neher’s splendid Biblical understand- 
ing shows itself in all its bold penetra- 
tion when he sums up this numinous 
ambivalence with the statement: that 
“in the perspective of the Spirit, the 
dialogue between God and Satan (in 
the Book of Job) is really an inner- 


divine monologue.” in Bibhcal 
anthropology. nefesh and neshama 
denote ‘man’s biological dimension, 


while ruah is that part of him which 
is open to the other, transcendent 
Spirit. 
Dialogue with God 

But the world_remains static in spite 
of the vital character of ruah. Man, 
when he has the spirit. may be alive 
and moving, literally in-spired, but he 
is not yet an hestoric being. The 
ruah introduces a living God into the 
universe, but hot a God who modifies

T this time of the year in 
isracl, when one never 
knows whether tomorrow 

will be bright and sunny or torren- 
tially wet, it is easier to think back 
to England and to make some com- 
parisons.

crammed with jostling crowds of

Sense of Friendship 

Yet if we return to the more Euro- 
peanised sections of Israel, what 
underlying differences does one feel 
there ? Perhaps most of all the sense 
of friendship, which not only cuts 
through artificial barriers of scdcial 
class but arises primarily from the far 
higher standard of intelligence of “ the 
man in the street.” It is still a Tittle 
Starthng to go mto the shop of the 
local cobbler and find that he speaks 
fluent Hebrew, German, Yuidish. 
Enelish. and French, and that he has 
an appreciation of the political situa- 
non which would do justice to an 
economics student. And it is, perhaps. 
because of this higher standard of 
micihgence that one finds such unity 
in times of political trouble.

Sim,—Max Epstein related how 
disappointed he was when the seder 
he was promised would be held at 
Cambrai did not take place. Al least 
in 1919 the war was over. 


The first Pesach in the First World 
War was in 1915 and I will never forget 
it as long as I live. I was the only Jew 
in our battalion and on the eve of ihe 
first Seder Night we re-entered ihe 
trenches. As soon as it got dark my 
thoughts at once went back to my home, 
where my parents, sisters, and brothers 
sat around the Seder table. Tears came 
to my eyes. Suddenly « began to snow 
and mstead of the warmth at the Seder 
| was shivering with cold when “ Jerry © 
let us have all he had. Instead of maizot 
that night I had trench mortars, “ Jack 
Johnsons,” and minnenwerfcrs. When 
my. parcel of matzot from home did 
arrive, 1 thought my mother had sem 
me a parcel of matzo meal 

Incidentally. I never saw a Jewish 
minister all. the time I was in France, 
although { got my “blighty one” in

\uring the last hundred years there 
has been going on in human history a 
struggle between the three great 
monotherstic religions—J udaism, 
Christianity and Islam—and the two 
main political faiths——nattonalism and 
ternational communism.

Dr. Heschel is an Orthodox Jew and 
a descendant of illustrious rabbis. It 
is to Our great gain that a man of his 
spiritual calibre and scholarly equip- 
ment should devote himself so pains- 
Tt to the task of projecting tradi- 
tional Jewish thought in the language 
of our time. “God in Search of 
Man” is a religious philosophy of 
life particularly needed in our time. 
We are living in a world of excite- 
ment, where people give themselves no 
time to consider the Unseen and 
Eternal. “ Man’s chief deficiency is not 
so much a will to believe as a will to 
wonder.” Religion is the response to 
this sense of “ mystery.” The genius 
of the Jewish way of thinking is to 
see in ordinary commonplace deeds 
“ Spiritual adventures, to feel the 
hidden Love and Wisdom in all 
things.” In Dr.. Heschel’s view. 
religion is a challenge to philosophy. 
The philosopher sees the most exalted 
idea in that which is good. To the 
Jew who takes his religion seriously, 
human life reaches its highest potentia! 
by the performance of the mitzvot 
which sanctify the whole of his human 
life. The totality of.life. including its 
apparent trivialities, is implied in every 
act of piety. 


Meaning of Revelation 


One of the most important sections 


in the book is the discussion of the 
impact of Revelation in Jewish 
rehgious thought and attitudes. Philo- 
sophy, he maintains, is the rival of 
religion The ultimate and = simple 


purpose of rehgion 1s the conscious 
response of the individua! soul.to the 
presence of God. Its aim is to ensure 
not so much mans search for God 
(although it certainly embraces it) as 


mans response to God's search for 
him. “Lord. Thou hast searched me 
and known me.” A remarkable 


witness to this two-way traffic between 
God and.Man is provided in Biblical! 
and rabbinic Hterature. Dr. Heschel’s

i dont want any Duveen to come 
me.” These words expressed 
the dictatortal attitude of Lord Duveen 
of Millbank, who thus prevented the 
lamily business from becoming to the 
‘orld of art what the. Rothschilds 
were to the world of finance. 
| ord Duveen, born Joseph Duveen. 


inherited the antique business together - 


with hes brothers and cousins, from his 
doting parents who had hoped one day 
to build a world-wide famuly business 
in antiques.. Most of the family were 
astute busmess men of excellent taste 
the ideal formula for successful antique 
dealers, but their talents and their 
considerable successes were dwarted 
by the genius of Joseph Duveen, who 
is considered to have been the greatest 
art dealer the world has ever known. 

His skill in amassing enormous col- 
lectiions of European art for ageing 
American millionaires is legendary. 
He treated and educated such tycoons 
Pierrepoint Morgan, Rockefeller. 
‘od Witham Randolph Hearst. with a 
dignified condescension, that a prophet 
might use toward an idol worshipper. 
\mused and amazed to be treated in 
this way, they succumbed to his 
authoritative approach and+ ardent 
persuasion. 


A Famous Firm 


For centuries there have. been Jews 
Who have ranked considerably in the 
world of antiques and fine art, parti- 
cularly in Germany, France, . and 
Holland. The early Duveens were a 
humble Jewish family who dealt in 
works of art and they . established 
themselves in the antique world of 
Holland, together with the-many other 
Jewish dealers in Amsterdam and the 
other great cities. . Joel. Duveen, the 
father of Lord Duveen, was the first 
'o come to London and, with the: help 
of his family.in Holland, he gradually. 
established himself in the antique 
trade here, | 

Unlike many other Jewish families 
Whose solidity and ‘mutual toyalty- is 
one of their most notable characteris- 
tics, the Duveens seldom able to 
agree, particularly when their business 
had grown. It was ‘the Napoleonic 
individualism of Lerd Duveen which 
Oreveniod him. from. allowing’ -his

family to continue to work together 
peacefull He steadily ousted his 
seven brothers from the firm so that he 
alone could enjoy the glory of his 
achievements. 

Although the fame of the Duveens 
has been achieved largcly through the 
colossal deals in fine paintings made 
by the legendary Lord Duveen, few 
people realise that the family were not

always dealers in fine pictures. In 
fact the Duveen fortune was built up 
on the antique business. 

The purpose of this book is to show 
how his father and his uncle were just 
as brilliant, if less grandiose, in build- 
ing up the family’s fortune and reputa- 
tion in antiques, which were used as 
a springboard by Lord Duveen for his 
fabulous successes in dealings with 
masterpieces.

The Art of Translation. By 
THeopore H. Savory. Cape. 16s.

The “confounding of language ” 
described in the Tower of Babel story 
has had two profound and highly 
contrasted effects on all subsequent 
human intercourse. On the one hand, 
it has led to that misunderstanding of 
ideas between one nation and another 
which has been a contributing factor 
in much of the world’s hostility and 
mistrust. On the other hand, u has 
produced an urge on the part of 
scholars of every generation to render 
the thought and literature of other 
peoples in their own vernacular. The 
demand for the latter has grown enor- 
mously of late in this country, partly 
through the influence of the Third 
Programme, partly through the neces- 
sity for screntists and technologists tc 
have the worlds latest knowledge 
available to them in their own 
language, 

This book contains some valuable 
advice for all intending translators, 
whether for scholastic, literary or 
scientific purposes. It shows how diffi- 
cult it is to give exact rules for this 
elusive form of art which must express 
itself im every gradation, from the 
“ Itteral” to the “free.” There are 
interesting chapters on how to trans- 
late the Classics, French. and German. 
and the Bible. Some extremely 
pertinent arguments, too, are put for- 
ward on the perennial controversy as 
to whether poetry is best translated 
into verse or prose. 


Style and Accuracy 
The chief merit of this book, how- 


ever, lies in the encouragement it will 
give to both teachers and others who 
are constantly struggling with the 
almost insuperable difficulties involved 
in conveying the thought of another 
age or a foreign people in the English 
language. Thev will get much advice 
as to the rélative claims of style and 
accuracy. - They will learn that there 
are many types of “perfection” in 
transiation, none of which is the last 
word in. perfection Above all, they 
will be led to realise that the main 
justification for transiation is that it 
provides a wonderfully exhilarating 
form of intellectual exercise

Jesus was only in. a coma when laid 
m the tomb. At night, the Roman 


guards, while their sergeant was aslecp, 


removed the stone, im order to steal 
the oimtment and Sell t in the brothels, 
found lesus alive and wntormed 
the sergeant, who let him go. — So far 
the authors. But is it not more likel\ 
that the stone rolled. off as a result of 
an earth tremor--there had been a 
major quake during the day. [It hit 
a soldier. who grabbed his father doz- 
ing next to him (" For | am come to 
Set a Man at variance with his father.” 
Matt. x, 35). Ihe latter blew. his 
trumpet, in the ensuing scuffle Jesus 
escaped, and the trumpeter and his son 
lost their stripes (* The trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be ratsed 
incorruptible, and shall be 
changed,” | Cor, xv, $2). 


In the Diaspora 


Anyhow, Jesus, the authors con- 
tinue, regarding himself as a murderer 
for having caused Judass suicide, 
resolved to wander the earth like Cain. 
Before setting out, however, he told 
his disciples that “there are many 
mansions in my Father's house © John, 
xiv, 2), meaning that he would find 
Jewish communities wherever he went. 
In particular he went to Rome, to 
satisfy the belief which Jewish com- 
mentators derived from Scripture, that 
the Messiah must appear there: and it 


was for the purpose of fulfilling 
Scripture (My sore ran im the 
night Thou. hast redeemed thy 


people,” Ps. Ixxvii) that he sat among. 
the beggars at the Pincian Gate and 
contracted a skin dtsease—as evidenced 
by a discussion between R. Joshua 
b. Levi and R. Simeon b. Johai 
(Sanhedrin 98b). where Elijah ts sub- 
stituted for Jesus. The reviewer would 
add that doubtless he also wrote a 
treatise on the civil law, to comply 
with the expectation that while the 
Jews would no longer need command- 
ments when the Messiah came, the 
Gentiles would (Bereshith Rabba 98,9). 
It was the work later re-edited under 
the pseudonym Gaius, never quoted by 
the heathen jurists but boosted by the 


Christians (though some deemed it too — 


worldly and spoilt, one copy at least 
by superimposing the Epistles of St. 
Jerome), and containing a. special 
reference to the customs of the 
Galatians (i, 55). 

No.. this. book. is ingenious, well 
written, refreshingly unorthodox in 
taking nothing for granted, in recog- 
nising the value of isolated traditions 
and disguised allusions, and im expos- 
ing weaknesses in the. conVentional 
views. But it. is not histery.... 


DISTRICT SYNAGOGUES’ COUNCIL 
Representation on Communal Institutions 


At a recent meeting of the District 
Synagogues’ Council, with Mr. S. 
Boxer, Joint Treasurer, presiding, elec- 
tions took place for the first time for 
representatives of the Council on the 
London Board for Shechita, the Lon- 
don Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion, and the Kosher School-Meals 
Service. 


These elections were held in accordance 
wih the arrangements, approved last 
month by the Council of the United 
Synagogue, under which, in view of their 
large membership and the important part 
now being taken im the affairs of the 
community by the Disirict Synagogues, 
part of the representation of the United 
Synagogue on these institutions would 
consist of members of the District Syna- 
gogues elecied by the District Synagogues’ 
Council, 

Those clected were as follows: London 
Board for Shechita—Mr. P. Lebor, Mr. 
S. Palace, and Mr. H. Webber; London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education— 


Mr. L. Domb and Dr. L. S. Fox; Kosher 
School-Meals Service—Mr, Josephs. 
In the report of the District Syna- 


gogues’ Executive Commitice the main 
lem was a summary of the accounts of 
the District ar for 1956 and the 
estimates for 1957. In order to meet the 
deficits at certain of the synagogues, 
amounting to £2,918, the Council resolved 
that in addition to the grants from the 
District Synagogucs’ Contingency Fund 
for 1956. amounting to £577 and 
approved by the Council in April, 1956, 


grants of £200 each be made to the 
South-West London Synagogue and to 
the Harrow and Kenton District Syna- 
oguc; and that the balance of the 
deficits for 1956, amounting to £1,941, 
be provided as advances from the Dis- 
trict Synegogues’ Contingency Fund. 

The Chairman gave a report on the 
position of the Contingency Fund, which 
showed that while the income for 1956 
had been sufficicni to meet the ‘delicus 
and to leave a larger balance at the end 
of the year than had been the case at 
the end of 1955, the position at the end 
of 1957 was unlikely be so favourable. 

Among other items the Council 
approved an amended schedule of con- 
tributions for the South-East London 
District Synagogue and a proposal by 
the Board of Sasenaeenes of the Kings- 
bury Disirict Synagogue, under which the 
contributions of male members are to be 
increased by £1 10s. per annum. 
Council also followed the exampk of 
the Council of the United Synagogue in 
respect of the Cogstituent Synagogues by 
approving for the District Synagogues the 
inclusion in members’ accounts at Rosh 
Hashana 5718 (1957), and yearly there- 
after at Passover, of a request for a 
voluntary céntribution not exceeding Ss, 
for local Simchat Torah Funds. 

The Council ratified the advertising of 
the vacancy for a minister at the Cock- 
fosters and North Southgate District 
Synagogue, following the resignation of 
the Rev. R. Lubofsky, and approved the 
sale for £2,500 of the house, 33 Orchard 
Avenuc, N.13, which had for some time 
been considercd unsuitable for a 
minister's residence,

obtain much higher Passover grants for 
the Orthodox refugees than those which 
the C.B.F. fek it could aflord to pay 
in addition to the regular maintenance 
grants, 

On April 2 the Secretary of the C.B.F.., 
Mr. M.. Stephany, wrote to the Keren 
Hatorah that. the Council of the Fund 


had felt that wu could not create iwo 


amounts 


standards of relief—one for Orihodox 
refugees and another for non-Orthodox. 
The Council had decided that every 
refugee, Hungarian Egyptian, Oriho- 
dox .or not. should fective the same 
Passover allowance: 35s. per adult and 
30s. per child. In addition, the C.B.F. 
also decided to provide ecxira granis of 
up to £5 for families who might need 
special utensils for Passover. 

wir . B. Unsdorter, Seeretary of the 
British Agudas Israci, told me that the 
grievance of the Orthodox refugees was 
twofold: not a singke family among the 


group had received the full grant for 
Passover utensils, and, secondly. there 
had been great discrepancies the 


which had eranied to 
families of the same size. 

These discrepancies were explained to 
me by Mr. Stephany, who said thal.the 
needs of cach family had been investi- 
gated hy. an official of the C.B.F. and 
considered on the merus of each indi- 
vidual case. If the Keren Hatorah had 
regarded the grants. as insufficient, he 
said, should have augme nied inem 
from its own funds. He also took excep- 
tion to an earlier statement by the Keren 
Hatorah clawming that had been due 
to its “ intervention ” that the C.B.F. had 
decided to make the Passover grants. In 
fact, Mr. Stephany stated, the C.B.F. and 
its Refugee Commitice had operated such 
special grants to Jewish | from

AIRMAIL STAMPS 
By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


It will be forty years next month 
since the world’s first official airmail 
stamp was issued. The word 

“ official” is used advisedly, because 
there were num-

fact the first 
stamp produced 
for use on mail 
carried by air 
appeared in the 
U.S.A, in 1877,

In May. 1917. Italy issued the first 
official stamp in this group by over- 
printing. the then current Express 
Delivery stamp with a special inscription 
denoting use on an experimental flight 
between Rome and Turin. Specimens 
of that issue are still quite common, but 
the huge number of air stamps which 
followed include some great rarities, 

Most valuable is the United States 24 
cents of 1918 showing the centre inverted. 
A stockbroker’s clerk was fortunate 
enough to buy a whole sheet of 100 of 
these errors at the post office, and 
although he made a handsome profit on 
them he lived to seé their value soar 
much higher. Now those stamps are 
worth about £300 each

He must realise that he is 
merely the trustee of his wealth and 
that he is not free to do as he pleases 
with mt. nor must the recipient reeard 
himself as heing entitled to what he 
receives and to even more.

TRAVELLERS 


By AUNTIE 


RAVELLING the Middle 
Ages was very different from 
what it is now. It meant a plunge 
into the dark, cutting oneself off from 
all what one held dear, and the dangers 
and trials were innumerable. Despite 
all these difficulties. Jews have always, 
for different reasons, been = great 
travellers. Some sought towards the 
end of their days to go to the Holy 
Land, others went to seek their 
brethren and find out how they lived. 
We are fortunate indeed that some 
of these travellers. who wem far and 
saw so much, wrote accounts of their 
yourneys and-even today we can read 
them for ourselves. Some, in - par- 
ticular, | am anxious for you to meet. 
idad the Danste, who travelled in 
the ninth century; Rabbi Benjamin 
ot Tudela. who lived in the twelfth 
century, and Rabbi Ibn Ezra. of the 
eleventh century 


In North Africa 


The. story of Eldad the Danite 
Started in the year 875. when he 
appeared among the Jews of North 
Afra and related to them a strange 
story. He told them that members of 
his tribe (Dan) had escaped from the 
Kingdom of. Israel after Sennacherib 
had conquered it and that the 
Israelites fled to the land from which 
he had come. Many stories he told the 
wondering Jews, how his people were 
all mighty warriors and with bated 
breath they listened to his story of the 
river Sambatyvan. This river flows with 
sand and stone throughout the week, 
but on the Sabbath the river stops and 
ceases to flow until after the day of 
rest has ended 

Fidad gave an account of the 

Customs of ins people, but most 
exciting of all were the wonderful 
tories of shipwreck and cannibals and 
hairbreadth escapes... The North 
African Jews were inclined to doubt 
these stories, but an appeal to the 
Gaon assured them that the tale might 


be true, and soon it was believed that 
mighty Jewish tribes lived in some far- 
off land. 

Benjannn of Tudela is reputed to 
have travelled during the years 1166 
to 1171, His account is amusing and 
we learn much from it. Kk is thought 
that he travelled in order to find out 
how his fellow-Jews were being 
treated, as at that time many Jews 
were driven away from their homies. 
But he also traded as he went along 
from place to place. His records are 
the earliest contributions of our people 
to geography, 

He tells us many things of great 
interest. For example, at Narbonne 
there was a great college to which 
crowds of foreign students were 
attracted. so Benjamin says, at the 
expense of the community. while in 
Beaucaire. the students were housed 
and supported at the expense of the 
teacher 


A London Visitor 


You will have heard of Rabbi 
Abraham Ibn Ezra. the poet. who was 
always unlucky. He was born in 1088 
and, alter teaching mathemalics and 
astronomy, he gaily wandered from 
Spain. his native country, to many 
other places. He visited Haly, France. 
and even London. Ibn Ezra was a 
wonderful chess player and it is 
though that he helped to spread 
knowledge of the game wherever he 
went, He was a ready song-wnier and 
often he hebped to translate difficult 
books. When he was 70 he came to 
London and taught. He wrote a book 


while tn London on a Defence of 


the Sabbath.” 

Every Jew that travelled was a 
faithful letter-writer. On occasions 
such as Rosh Hashana. Pesach. and 
birthdays he always sent greetings. 


Many of these letters have been pre- - 


served and help us to understand how 
Jews lived centuries ago. 


LOST PROPERTY 


Most ‘of you will have found in the 
street or on a bus or train some lost 
article or money. No doubt, you did 
the honest thing and handed it in to 
the police or to the lost-property 
office. The Bible has given us some 
strict rules concerning the return of 
lost property. The finder is not only 
obliged to give it back to the owner 
if he picks it up; he has no right to 
ignore it and leave it behind once he 
has noticed property or animals 
belonging to someone he knows. In 
most cases, of course, the owner was 
not known. As there was no lost- 
property office in those days, the 
finder would take the article to the 
market-place and proclaim in a loud 
voice that he had found such-and-such 
an object, and appealed to anyone 
who had lost it to come forward and 
describe it so that it might be returned. 
Today it is required by English lav 
that anyone who finds a lost article 
should see that it is handed over to 
the police or lost-property office. 


TWO TONGUES 


Over 900 years ago there was 2 
Jewish Vizier in the Kingdom of 
Granada in Spain, called Samuel Ha- 
Nagid. Although Samuel had many 
enemies among the Arabs who-envied 
his exalted position, he knew how to 
appease them and even to change 
them into friends. Once he was walk- 
ing with the king when an Arab spice- 
seller hurled gross insults at him 
The king was imdignant and told 
Samuel to have the tongue of that 
insolent Arab cut off; but Samuel, on 
discovering that his reviler was a poor 
man who had to maimtam a large 
family, sent him a considerable sum 
of money. A few days later, Samuel 
was again walking with the king when 
the spice-seller approached them. 
loudly singing the praises of Samue! 
[he king was. sufprised and asked 
Samuel why he had not cut off the 
Arab’s insolent tongue. “I have. 
indeed, rephed Samuel, a have cul 
off his evil tongue and given him a 
good tongue which ‘utters only words 
of truth and justice.”

GIFTS TO THE POOR 


As you know, it is our duty to help 
the poor to the best of our ability. 
In Biblical times, when most of our 
ancestors were farmers, they were 
commanded to leave a corner of the 
field, forgotten sheaves, and the glean- 
ings of the harvest in fields and vine- 
yards to the poor. Some of you may 
remember that it was while collecting 
such forgotten sheaves and gleanings 
that Ruth met her future husband. 
Boaz, in whose field she was allowed 
to follow the reapers. It was also 
customary. to give a special tithe (or 
tenth) of the produce of one’s land in 
every third and sixth year of the 
seven-year (Shemitta) cycle. 

Our rabbis organised charity on 
more: modern lines. There were 
charity collectors in every town. and 
they were responsible for looking after 
poor people, both local inhabitants 
and strangers. Wanderers who were 
in need had to be given food and 
lodging, and, . where necessary, 
they had to be given clothes. too. 
Those who were ashamed to beg were 
given money secretly. Those who had 
once been well-to-do might even be 
provided with luxuries. Thus, we are 
told of a wealthy man who had lost 
all his money and came to Hillel for 
help. Hillel provided him with a 
horse and. a runner to proclaim his 
coming wherever he- went. . When 
once no runner was available Hillel 
himself took over the office! ™

LOST PROPERTY 


Most of you will have found in the 
street or on a bus or train some lost 
article or money. No doubt, you did 
the honest thing and handed it in to 
the police or to the lost-property 
office. The Bible has given us some 
strict rules concerning the return of 
lost property. The finder is not only 
obliged to give it back to the owner 
if he picks it up; he has no right to 
ignore it and leave it behind once he 
has noticed property or animals 
belonging to someone he knows, In 
most cases, of course, the owner was 
not known. As there was no lost- 
property office in those days, the 
finder would take the article to the 
market-place and proclaim in a loud 
voice that he had found such-and-such 
an object, and appealed to anyone 
who had lost it to come forward and 
describe it so that it might be returned. 
Today it is required by English lav 
that anyone who finds a lost article 
should see that it is handed over to 
the police or lost-property office.

GIFTS TO THE POOR 


As you know, it is our duty to help 
the poor to the best of our ability. 
In Biblical times, when most of our 
ancestors were farmers, they were 
commanded to leave a corner of the 
field, forgotten sheaves. and the glean- 
ings of the harvest in fields and vine- 
yards to the poor. Some of you may 
remember that it was while collecting 
such forgotten sheaves and gleanings 
that Ruth met her future husband. 
Boaz, in whose field she was allowed 
to follow the reapers. It was also 
customary to give a. special tithe (or 
tenth) of the produce of one’s land in 
every third and sixth vear of the 
seven-year (Shemitta) cycle. 

Our rabbis organised charity on 
more modern fines. There were 
charity collectors in every town, and 
they were responsible for looking after 
poor people, both local inhabitants 
and strangers. Wanderers who were 
in need had to be given food and 
lodging, . and, . where. necessary, 


they had to be. given clothes. too. 


Those who were ashamed to beg were 
given money secretly. Those who had 
once been well-to-da might even be 
provided with luxuries. Thus, we are 
told of a wealthy man who had lost 


all his money and came to Hillel for 


help. Hillel provided him with a 
horse and a runner to proclaim his 
coming wherever he. went. .When 
once no runner was available Hillel

TRAVELLERS 


By AUNTIE 


RAVELLING in the Middle 
Ages was very different from 


what it is now. It meant a plunge 
into the dark, cutting oneself off from 
all what one held dear, and the dangers 
and trials were innumerable. Despite 
all these difficulties. Jews have always, 
for different reasons, been great 
travellers. Some sought towards the 
end of their days to go to the Holy 
Land, others went to seek their 
brethren and find out how they lived. 
We are fortunate indeed that some 
of these travellers. who wem far and 
Saw so much, wrote accounts of their 
journeys ind even today we can read 
them for ourselves. Some, in par- 
ticular, | am anxious for you to meet. 
idad the Danite, who travelled in 
the ninth century: Rabbi Benjamin 
of Tudela. who lived in the twelfth 
century, and Rabbi Ibn Ezra, of the 
eleventh centurs 


In North Africa 


The story of Eldad the Danite 
Started in the ‘vear 875, when he 
appeared among the Jews of North 
Africa and related to them a strange 
story. He told them that members of 
his tribe (Dan) had escaped from the 


Kingdom of Israel after Sennacherib | 


had conquered it and that the 
Israchites fled to the land from which 
he had come. Many stories he told the 
wondering Jews, how his people were 
all mighty. warriors and with bated 
beeath they listened to his story of the 
river Sambatyan. This river flows with 
sand and stone throughout the week, 
but on the Sabbath the river stops and 
ceases to flow until after the day of 
rest has ended 
gave an account of the 
customs of hs people, but most 
exciting of all were the wonderful 
stories of shipwreck and cannibals and 
hairbreadth cSCa Pes The North 
African Jews were inclined to. doubt 
these stories, but an appeal to the 
Gaon assured them that the tale might 


be true, and soon it was believed that 
mighty Jewish tribes lived in some far- 
off land. 

Benjamin of Tudela is reputed to 
have travelled during the years 1166 
to 1171. His account is amusing and 
we learn much from it. Kt is thought 
that he travelled in order to find out 
how fellow-Jews were being 
treated, us at that time many Jews 
were driven away from their homes. 
But he also traded as he went along 
from place to place. His records are 
the earliest contributions of our people 
to geography. 

He tells us many things of great 
interest. For example, at Narbonne 
there was a great college to which 
crowds of foreign students were 
attracted, so Benjamin says, at the 
expense of the community. while in 
Beaucaire, the students were housed 
and supported at the expense of the 
teacher 


A London Visitor 


You will have heard of Rabbi 
Abraham Ibn Ezra, the poet, who was 
always unlucky. He was born in 1088 
and, after teaching mathematics and 
astronomy, he gaily wandered trom 
Spain, his native country, to many 
other places. He visited Raly, France. 
and even London. Ibn Ezra was a 


wonderful chess plaver and it is 
thought that he helped to spread 
knowledge of the game wherever he 
went. He was a ready song-writer and 


often he helped to translate difficult 


books. When he was 70 he came to 


London and taught. He wrote a book 
while in London on a 
the Sabbath.”

LOST PROPERTY 


Most of you will have found in the 
street or on a bus or train some lost 
article or money. No doubt, you did 
the honest thing and handed tt in to 
the police or to the lost-property 
office. The Bible has given us some 
strict rules concerning the return of 
lost property. The finder is not only 
obliged to give it back to the owner 
if he picks it up; he has no right to 
ignore it and leave it behind once he 
has noticed property or animals 
belonging to someone he knows. In 
most cases, of course, the owner was 
not known. As there was no lost- 
property office in those days, the 
finder would take the article to the 
market-place and proclaim in a loud 
voice that he had found such-and-such 
an object, and appealed to anyone 
who had lost it to come forward and 
describe it so that it might be returned. 
Today it is required by English lav 
that anyone who finds a lost article 
should see that it ts handed over to 
the police or lost-property office. 


TWO TONGUES 


Over 900 years ago there was a 
Jewish Vizier in the Kingdom of 
Granada jn Spain, called Samuel Ha- 
Nagid. Although Samuel had many 


_enemies among the Arabs who envied 


his exalted position, he knew how to 
appease them and even to change 
them into friends.

GIFTS TO THE POOR 


As you know, it is our duty to help 
the poor to the best of our ability. 
In Biblical times, when most of our 
ancestors were farmers, they wefe 
commanded to leave a corner of the 
field, forgotten sheaves, and the glean- 
ings of the harvest in fields and vine- 
yards to the poor. Some of you ma\ 
remember that it was while collecting 
such forgotten sheaves and gleanings 
that Ruth met her future husband. 
Boaz, in whose field she was allowed 
to. follow the reapers. It was also 
customary to give a special tithe (or 
tenth) of the produce of one’s land in 
every third and sixth year of the 
seven-year (Shemitta) cycle. 

Our rabbis organised charity on 
more modern lines. There were 
charity collectors in every town. and 
they were responsible for looking after 
poor. people, both local inhabitants 
and strangers. Wanderers who were 
in need had io be. given food and 
lodging. and, where necessary. 
they had to be given clothes. too. 
Those who were ashamed to bég were 
given money secretly. Those who had 
once been well-to-do might even be 
provided with luxuries. Thus, we are 
told of a wealthy man who had lost 
all his money and came to Hillel for 
help... Hillel provided him. with a 
horse and a runner to proclaim. his 
coming wherever he went. . When 
once no runner was available Hillel 
himself took over the office !

FALL IN PRICES 


The gilt edged market continues to 
esent a problem to the City. Prices 
aay oved anything but stable in the 
cw weeks and with a dropping 
tendency in this section, new home Cor- 
poration borrowers have received scant 
support.

“a fai portion” of the refugees 
expelled from Egypt. He could not 
undersiand the submission of the Deputy 
Attorney-General, Mr. Wiliam Rogers, 
that the Presidem was barred from acting 


because Congress was in session whereas 
he had been empowered to act to admit 
refugees from. Hungary to the U.S.A. 
because Congress had not been mecting 
at the time. 

“ There seems to be a double standard 
involved if our humanitarian acts,’ Mr. 
Enge! declared. He wondered whether 
the difference in treatment meted out 
to refugees from Hungary and Egypi 
“1 attributable to considerations incon- 
sistent with American traditions and 
principles of humanity and fair play.” 

Congressman Emanuel Celler, who is 
Chairman of the Judiciary Commitiec, 
siaied in Washington last week that his 
Committee, which has jurisdiction over 
immigration matters, will undertake an 
investigation into the “ discrimination ” 
against Jewish refugees from Egypt. Mr. 
Celler said that he was amazed to 
learn that the Administration has rejected 
a proposal to admit Jewish refugees from 
Egypt under emergency immigration pro- 
visions which had been applicd in the 
case of the Hungarian rcfugees. 

The American Jewish Congress has 
appealed to the New York State Com- 
mission Against Discrimination to take 
action to put an end to the refusal by 
Aramco, the American oil company in 
Saudi Arabia, to employ Jews. 

The company’s discrimination against 
Jews, the Congress declares, “ consti- 
tutes not only 2 serious affront and a 
source of concern to the Jewish com- 
munity but is also the cominued symbo! 
of condoned and unchastened bigotry.”

The trial of Sergius Bobko, an 
alleged Nazi mass murderer, was 
stopped in its fourth week here on 
Wednesday and further out-of-court 
investigations ordered because of 
evidence given that two other men 
with the name Bobko had committed 
war crimes in the same district. 

Bobko is charged with directing the 
liquidation of thousands of Jews while
